The book “The Breech-Loading Single- 
Shot Match Rifle by Major Ned H. Roberts 
and Ken Waters was originally published 
in 1967 by D. Van Nostrand Company, 
Inc. While there was no “series” of books 
by Ned Roberts per se, none the less the 
1967 work followed Ned’s earlier pub- 
lished “The Muzzle Loading Cap Lock 
Rifle”, which is a classic work on that par- 
ticular genre. The single shot book one 
must assume to have been published in 
extremely small numbers. The editor has 
acopy ... the only copy he has seen for 
sale in the past five years. | take with a 
grain of salt the offhand statement that 
the book “is worth a hundred dollars” .. . 
if only because | had a standing offer of a 
hundred dollars with two well-known fire- 
arm books dealers for two years ... and 
neither one could turn up a copy for sale in 
that period. It is a must book for anyone 
with interest in either Schuetzen or single 
shot actions. And it’s going to be avail- 
able, as a re-print, in June from Dave 
Wolfe Publishing (6471 Airpark Drive, 
Prescott, Arizona 86301). | strongly rec- 
ommend the book .. . it’s one of the clas- 
sics. 

The 1987 Super Shoot will be Skip 
Gordon’s last Super Shoot (I believe that 
Skip has staged fourteen out of the fifteen 
Super Shoots to date). Skip is looking to 
make his last curtain call a good one, and 
we can look forward to a well-run four 
days, I’m sure. Skip has asked me to pub- 
lish a small notice that he wants to have a 
really good merchandise drawing on Sat- 
urday evening, and any gifts of accuracy 
products or services with a value of 
$25.00 or more will be most gratefully re- 
ceived. 

Certainly the most exciting news this 
month is the availability of the new case, 
the 30 American, announced elsewhere in 
this issue. While the editor does not go to 
rest each night (drop-seat jammys) mum- 
bling prayers for the American arms fac- 
tories ... still, credit where credit is due 

. Federal Cartridge Company came 
through for us, and the basic case... an 
accuracy case... exists today because a 
few people (and notable among them was 
PS columnist Nick Young, of Knoxville, 
Tennessee) became positively pig head- 
ed about wanting the cartridge ... and 
kept on repeating themselves until Feder- 
al finally made the darn thing . . . if only to 
shut up the group that was pressuring for 
its production. It is an intriguing case from 
a wildcatter’s point of view, and it will be

interesting to see what a few upcoming 
chambering reamers will look like. While it 
will be easy enough for the lathe owner to 
turn off the rims to fit a .308 bolt face, inits 
present form it should be a boon to the 
single-shot and lead bullet shooters. 
Somewhere in Shooter’s Valhalla tonight 
the shade of Harvey Donaldson is chuck- 
ling . . .it took us forty years to come back 
to the basis for the original Wasp case. | 
would suspect that the phrase ... “I told 
you so” just might be repeated now and 
then ... up there! 

The defeat, at the IBS Winter Meeting, 
of the rule that mandated the light varmint 
class rifle must be .230 or smaller, and 
sporter class must be larger than .230 
was a regrettable instance of some lack- 
ing the courage or the resolve of the con- 
victions of a previous year’s 66 to 1 vote. 
Up until the advent of the 6PPC in 1975- 
1976, everyone shot a .222 or the deuce 
family in light varmint, and usually the 
6x47 in sporter class. At the 1975 IBS Na- 
tionals for instance, the top five light var- 
mint rifles were all 6x47s. The Union ap- 
pears to have survived, and the sport 
appears to have survived this period of re- 
quiring two different rifles, or at least two 
different barrels. But with the advent of 
the 6PPC, suddenly the 243 gun was able 
to outshoot the previously dominant .224 
size gun... and we had today’s present 
situation evolve. The main argument 
against correction of the present rather 
silly situation of firing the same gun twice 
... and calling it two different names, if 


only to kid ourselves . . . seems to be that. 


mnay new shooters have (supposedly) 
joined our competitor ranks, lured by the 
promise of “being able to fire just one rifle 
in all three classes”. If this were universal- 
ly regarded as a good and desirable thing 
... then we really ought to get rid of the 
heavy bench/unrestricted classes imme- 
diately, because the fellow can hardly be 
competitive there with a ten and a half 
pound rifle . .. and we don’t want to give 
him aclass that he can’t use his one rifle in 
... fight? Sooner or later, gentlemen, we 
are going to have to do the intelligent 
thing, and have to find the courage to take 
a step that will be unpopular with some. If 
forcing an equipment change, in the name 
of logic, is evil ... well, in 1975 Dr. Lou 
Palmisano and Ferris Pindell made obso- 
lete just about every benchrest rifle in the 
land... by their PPC development. Pretty 
darn thoughtless of them . . . huh? 

| continue to feel that score shooting, 


with varmint class rifles, has a real future 
ahead of it. The subtlety and accomplish- 
ment of group shooting just plain do not 
appeal to every character to come down 
the pike. In my experience small bore and 
big bore shooters just plain have some 
sort of a mental block that makes it hard 
for them to find any appeal in the assem- 
bly of agood group. But. . . give them that 
same heavy varmint class rifle, hang a 
couple of hunter class targets out there, 
and challenge him to come up with ten X’s 

. and suddenly he gets interested. | 
have been known to have mild philosophi- 
cal differences of opinion with the IBS 
hunter class committee . . . but with their 
varmint-for-score competition they have 
something that | sincerely feel just might, 
over a ten year period, out-strip group 
shooting as we know it today. Remember, 
yours truly fired just one varmint-for- 
score match in 1987, the Nationals ... 
simply to shut up my Dunhams Bay 
friends. As this is written . . . three differ- 
ent 132 pound rifles are being finished, all 
.30 caliber, and all for score shooting. ..a 
.30 Aardvark, a .30 Opus, and John 
Ambler’s wildcat, the .30SP. See what 
the exposure to just one varmiht-for- 
score match can do to you? And for the 
clubs... .no need for a moving backer... 
scoring is simpler and faster .. . and the 
calculations easier. 

| wish that someone would go out and 
seriously try to make a 7BR try to shoot 
... and then tell us about it. | personally 
harbor a belief that it may lack the boiler 
room capacity needed for the task .. . but 
surely someone has tried the darn thing 


Finally, we solicit writings from our 
readers who have done some experi- 
menting along some line of accuracy that 
you were interested in. As long as it deals 
with the subject matter of extreme rifle 
accuracy ... we are interested ... be it 
benchrest, big-bore, small-bore, wildcat, 
single-shot or lead bullet. We are publish- 
ing more big bore articles these days, and 
will continue to do so. You need not worry 
about “I’m not a writer”. The manuscripts 
we publish very often are quite a bit 
changed from what the mailman brings 
us. That’s my job as editor, and | assure 
you... |’mnot going to have you look un- 
skilled in the usage of The Mother Tongue 
in Our pages. 

| may disagree with you . . . | may fight 
on the floor with you ... in anger | may 
even question the legality of your parent's 
marriage. ..butasagroup... you're still 
far ahead of the bunch in second place in 
my life’s experience ... whoever they 
may be. Good shooting to all of you in the 
rapidly upcoming match season. 


GUEST MINI-EDITORIAL 


Dear Dave, 

Although | am not a benchrest shooter, 
| have been reading Precision Shooting 
for several years (having discovered it on 
the rack at anearby gun store). | am, how- 
ever, an accuracy buff, and my personal 
competitive persuasion runs parallel to 
that of Creighton Audette, although he 
prefers bolt guns and | shoot a very accu- 
rate gas gun. | have found the magazine 
tremendously informative, and am im- 
pressed with it enough that | maintain an 
index of contents so that | can refer to in- 
formation that you publish. Much of your 
material has been directly applicable to 
high-power shooting. Therein lies the rea- 
son for this letter. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Precision 
Shooting appears to be the journal of the 
benchrest community, it is my impression 
that the magazine is a private profit- 
oriented commercial indeavor. This being 
SO (if so), | believe that you are missing the 
opportunity to accomplish something 
much broader that you have set out to do. 

From the profit side, of course, your in- 
come is directly related to your circulation 
figures and the nature of the advertise- 
ments — Remington certainly is capable 
of paying more than Seely Masker, for ex- 
ample. However, your circulation and the 
narrow scope of your material probably 
makes it difficult, if not impossible, to se- 
cure that kind of advertising. On the other 
hand, it’s “your” magazine and “your” 
money so what you do in that respect is 
none of my concern — | just wanted to get 
your attention, and assume that $$$$$$$ 
will make any sane person listen. 

| believe that there is a much broader 
readership out here in the country that is 
available for you, and | will try to tell you 
what | think it is. From conversations that 
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| have with a broad range of shooters, | 
think they can be classified into a hierar- 
chy of interests (and probably intelli- 
gence). Down at the bottom is the man 
who has a general interest in shooting 
and firearms, and his primary interest in 
shooting and firearms, and his primary in- 
terest seems to be in (1) anything that 
uses gunpowder to go bang, and (2) the 
most “macho” weapon that he can find — 
.44 magnums, submachineguns, etc. He 
reads ------- and ------- , drinks beer, belch- 
es, scratches his parts while belching, 
etc. Granted, many of us who have differ- 
ent shooting interests do exactly the 
same thing, but we don’t read “those” 
magazines. 

The next category of reader ignores the 
aforementioned rags, but reads ------- and 
similar books, and subscribes to ------- 
and ------- . We have a more restricted in- 
terest in firearms, but most of us are not 
convinced that a hunting rifle, for exam- 
ple, has to have been smithed by some- 
one on a narrow street in London in order 
to be acceptable — only that it be reliable 
and accurate. And we don’t have to read 
crccne= , to know that a 12-gauge pump is a 
more devastating personal defense 
weapon than a .25 ACP. And we don’t 
spend a lot of time worrying whether the 
.264 Whatsit is still a “viable” cartridge, or 
whether one can live without a .223 XPL 
ZIT if our intentions are to shoot ground- 
hogs on February 14 (if it’s raining). 

What we are interested in is basic — 
BASIC — information about guns — bar- 
rels, receivers, powders, techniques, etc. 
— that contribute to accuracy and relia- 
bility. We are interested in function and 
performance and wind and neck sizes and 
neck tension and flash holes and so on. 

Perhaps on the same level of interest, 
but stuck off at the side, are the benchrest 
shooters — interested in the same things 
we are, but only as it applies to a particu- 
lar gun — a 12-pound bolt gun that is shot 
off a sand bag. 

Problem One: there are about a zillion 
shooters out here who are not aware that 
Precision Shooting, the magazine, exists, 
Although | cannot take a vacation to Flori- 
da without stopping at every gun store 
along the way, | have only found the mag- 
azine in one store, so itisn’t often seen by 
the man who walks down to the corner 
drug to find something to read.

Problem Two: Those who are even 
slightly aware of it do not think it has any- 
thing to offer them, since it is a 
“benchrest” publication. Look, | have a 
shooting friend who has had a twenty- 
year love affair with lead bullets and “tra- 
ditional” single-shot rifles — .38-55, .25- 
20, and so on. He thinks that Harry Pope 
sits on the right hand side of God the Fa- 
ther. He is always bugging me about du- 
plex loads, paper patching, etc. He knew 
about Precision Shooting because we are 
mutual friends of a benchrester — Steve 
Hamilton. | kept telling him he ought to get 
it, but there was no interest. Recently, | 
xeroxed about fifteen articles by Merrill 
Martin on lead bullets, bound them, and 
said, “Read with pleasure.” The next 
morning, his first question was, “Where 
can | get this magazine? | have to sub- 
scribe.” 

Problem Three: Many who are aware of 
Precision Shooting think you have to “be- 
long” in order to get it. 

Problem Four: you really are restricted 
to benchresting. 

My friend, if you would like to do away 
with the headaches of running an insur- 
ance agency (which, | assume, is compa- 
rable to running a law practice) and spend 
your time playing with guns, then broaden 
your publication — just alittle bit. Youcan 
still emphasize benchresting. But start 
adding some articles that are useful to the 
highpower shooter, the smallbore shoot- 
er, the Schuetzen shooter, and occasion- 
ally the hunter. No riot guns, no Uzi’s, no 
“most powerful handgun in the world” 
crap, no “home defense weapons”, no ed- 
itorials about the Second Amendment, no 
discussions about who made rifles for 
Sears, Roebuck in 1937, and no sugges- 
tions on how to engrave your rifle your- 
self. Just “other” rifles and accuracy. 

Much of your material comes from 
working gunsmiths — there are a zillion 
“other” gunsmiths out there who do work 
on “other” guns who would love to get the 
exposure by doing you an article on what 
factors effect the accuracy of an M1 Gar- 
and, or what goes into a Camp Perry 
1,000-yard rifle. And Creighton Audette 
seems more than happpy to discuss why 
the highpower shooter does not need a 
rifle that will shoot a .123-inch group at 
200 yards. 

Ponder this. It would help “us”, be- 
cause you have the talent to assemble 
and distribute information that we hunger 
for, but have difficulty finding. And it 
would help you — if a profit interests you 
at all.

THE .30 AMERICAN BRASS IS HERE 


Going back to the start of organized 
benchrest shooting in 1947, the 
benchrest shooters have regularly asked 
the major US arms manufacturers for 
products that were desirable aids to 
those searching for the ultimate in rifle 
precision. When Mike Walker was still at 
Remington we had one factory that would 
listen... abit... and the prolific and tal- 
ented Mr. Walker gave us the .222 and its 
family of cartridges, the 40x action and 
rifle, factory chamberings for the 6mm In- 
ternational and the 6x47, two ounce trig- 
gers, and several other valuable accuracy 
embellishments. But since Mike went into 
retirement from llion virtually every plea 
made to arms or ammunition factories by 
benchrest shooters has been studiously 
ignored by the powers-that-be. As a con- 
sequence there evolved a number of one 
and two man gunsmith shops catering to 
the benchrest world ... making custom 
actions, barrels, two ounce trigger con- 
versions, fiberglass stocks, and other 
items. Most anything an accuracy enthu- 
Siast could ask for. MOST ... but not all 
... some things such as cartridge cases 
and primers remained beyond the ability 
of the smaller shops, due to the complexi- 
ties of required equipment, to say nothing 
of the need for markedly hefty folding 
money investment. 

It was almost two years ago ... the

June, 1985 issue to be exact... that PS 
carried a lead article dealing with an exer- 
cise in accuracy brainstorming, as well as 
(in all probability) an exercise in futility . . . 
asking many gunsmiths as well as leading 
experimenters and shooters the loaded 
hypothetical question ... if we were to 
“go after” the PPC, and really make a run 
at the honorable task of mounting a chal- 
lenge to its King-of-the-hill position in the 
benchrest world . .. what cartridge case 
would we be best to start out with. . . and 
what sort of a wildcat should we be think- 
ing about? 

It evolved into a brisk little discussion 
. .. indeed one of the all time good discus- 
sions about the basics of cartridge accu- 
racy, with enough arguing, bickering, 
pushing, shoving and _ eye-gouging 
thrown in to make it interesting . . . as tag 
team matches go. 

This was shortly after Jim Schultz, of 
West Virginia, had blown the doors off the 
field at the 100 yard stage of the heavy 
varmint class at the 1984 NBRSA Nation- 
als, as well as finishing second in the 
grand aggregate of this prestigious class. 
Jim was shooting a wildcat of his own de- 
velopment. ..a6mm on 30-30 brass, ina 
configuration much like the .219 
Donaldson of the 1947 era. A major task 
that the good Mr. Schultz had to deal with 
was the swaging down of the cartridge

base to take a small primer . . . ina place 
where the factory had previously created 
space for alarge primer. No easy task this 
... Mr. Schultz finally accomplished his 
little task by hydraulics . . . stopping just 
short of nuclear utilization . . . but not by 
much. Jim Schultz was determined to 
have a small primer provide the fire in his 
wildcat . . .and by The Lord Harry, you've 
got to take your hat off to the guy... 
when he gets an idea in his head ... he 
doesn’t mess around. 

The group designing our rather mysti- 
cal wildcat was duly impressed. The .219 
Donaldson (Wasp) was the very first ep- 
ochal accuracy cartridge in our world... 
to be supplanted by the .222 ... whichin 
turn was eventually replaced by the 
6PPC. The Wasp was not without its 
points of interest if it were to be resurrect- 
ed, dusted off, tidied up, and given an up- 
dated try at the benchrest world. It cer- 
tainly had enough boiler room to handle 
both .224 and .243 bullets, and probably 
larger as well. The group, whimsically en- 
titled “The Cast” seemed to feel that a 
6mm Wasp, with a small primer pocket, 
match grade brass, and a small flash-hole 
would be a lot of fun to play with today. 
Why the small flash-hole requirement? 
Well, when Messrs. Palmisano and 
Pindell were spending goodly amounts of 
money for testing at the Pawlak Labora- 
tory when they were developing the PPC, 
one fact that they clearly established ... 
“A SMALL PRIMER WILL RELIABLY IG- 
NITE UP TO AN INCH AND A HALF OF 
POWDER COLUMN. ADD A SMALL 
FLASH-HOLE AND IT WILL NOW HAN- 
DLE UP TO AN INCH AND THREE 
QUARTERS OF POWDER COLUMN”. 
That’s why.

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tridge Company had agreed to make the 
cases for us. Much water has passed 
under the bridge since then ... and the 
patience of Job was needed to accept 
some of the darndest delays that you 
could possibly imagine . . . caused by the 
darndest things that you could possibly 
imagine. 

But... wonder of wonders. ..the case 
exists today ... 50,000 of them, to be 
exact. It exists in the flesh ... or, more 
correctly. ..inthe brass. Yes, itisreal... 
you can pick them up, touch them. . . they 
are real. They even taste great with a dol- 
lop of hot fudge sauce on top. The case, 
as envisioned by benchrest shooters, as 
designed by benchrest shooters, was 
brought in existence by Federal Cartridge 
Company in February, 1987. ..andthisis 
the first time in many moons that a major 
US manufacturer has listened to the 
benchrest world.

.0625 in size, to be exact. And the case 
bears the headstamp “30 American”. The 
case retains its full rim, which will require 
a bit of lathe work to use in a .308 bolt face 
rifle. Still, it should really appeal to the sin- 
gle shot world and to the lead bullet world 
in its present configuration. It’s no great 
task to take the rim off for bolt action 
shooting ... but I’m told that it’s a real 
stinker of a task to putarimON...sowe 
left it in basic .30-30 form.

Dear Dave 

In the February issue, in the really great 
forum on .30 caliber accuracy shooting, | 
was intrigued by the twists used in .308 
Hunter class guns. National Match shoot- 
ers use MUCH faster twists. An over-the- 
course gun, which must shoot 600 yards 
as the last stage, will have nothing slower 
than a 12” twist, and many 10” and 11” 
twists are in common usage. 

When the 40-XB first came out in .308, 
it had a 12” twist, and although it did OK 
with 190 grain bullets, the 200’s did not do 
so well, and the first suspicion fell on the 
twist rate. It turned out that a 10” twist 
handled the 200’s noticeably better than 
the 12” twist did, but soon the 200 grain 
bullet fell out of favor because it was too 
slow, so the matter became moot, as the 
lawyers say. Many good shooters felt that 
splitting the difference might be the best 
way to go, and Obermeyer, Hart, and a 
couple others began making 11” twists, 
which turned out to be excellent with all 
weights up to 190 grain in the .308 NM 
Course guns. But if you intend to shoot a 
steady diet of 200 grain bullets at 1000 
yards, a 10” twist is the only way to go. 

Thanks for your help in getting .175” 
primer .30-30’s into the world.

found that | need two form dies ... a 
30x44 #1 SP, which sizes to approxi- 
mately .400 o.d., and then a 6x44 #1, 
which sizes to approximately .350 o.d. (I 
don’t have the dies with me at this precise 
moment. To be exact, I’m sitting in a hos- 
pital waiting room, awaiting the results of 
what! trust is routine testing). (Editor: this 
is unfortunate. PS columnists are sup- 
posed to bring all their dies with them, no 
matter where they may be. Itis admittedly 
unwieldy when one is in the shower, and it 
certainly does nothing to enhance one’s 
love life, but still ... the rules are the 
rules). Without the first die | was getting a 
bad wrinkle (you mean that the CASE was 
getting a bad wrinkle, | believe). 

As | recall this, the last batch of 30x44 
cases | had to get ready . . .| formed in the 
following steps: 

1. Trim to 30x44 length plus, .010, 
using a piloted counterbore in the drill 
press. 

2. Deburr. 

3. Size with 30x44 #1 SP die. 

4. Neck turn at the .400 diameter (the 
purpose being to thin the case where the 
junction of the neck and shoulder would 
be when the final sizing was completed), 
with allowance being made for re-turning 
when final sizing was completed (i.e., at 
-400 diameter turn to .0115, final turn to 
.0105. ; 

5. Size with 6x44 #1 die to .350 diame- 
ter. 

6. Full length size with a full length 
resizer die, with the expander button re- 
moved. 

7.1 then expand with my modified Hart 
neck turner mandrel, which is set up in my 
press adapter. 


8. Trim to final length. 

9. Neck turn for a wall thickness of .010 
or .015 for a .330 neck diameter chamber, 
depending on the diameter of the bullet 
being used. 

All this being accomplished, let’s talk 
about this "dreaded donut” thing. If the 
rifle is chambered and throated properly, 
the donut should be of no concern, and in- 
deed cannot be of concern unless the bul- 
let is seated into the donut. Anyone de- 
siring more knowledge on the subject of 
throating of rifle chambers should read 
“Twenty Two Caliber Varmint Rifles” by 
C.S. Landis (out of print; publication date 
is 1947). Specifically, chapter nineteen, 
entitled “Throating Chambers for Varmint 
Rifles”. The facts he brings forward rela- 
tive to varmint rifles are also very correct 
for benchrest rifles today. 

Many years back | had a .257 Roberts 
barrel on an old Winchester model 70 ac- 
tion. The barrel, not a factory barrel, had 
been bought used for fifteen dollars, as | 
recall, but the barrel would shoot 117 
grain Sierras into a half inch with monoto- 
nous regularity. However it was the only 
bullet that the rig would shoot well, any 
other bullet would’n shoot worth a darn. 
Obviously whoever chambered the rifle 
got carried. away with the chambering 
reamer. When the 117 grain bullet just 
touched the lands it was only 1/8” into the 
case. | made consistent chuck kills with 
this rig out to 400 yards. | had so much 
confidence in that gun that | can remem- 
ber putting iron sights on it, and entering 
an “any rifle” 200 yard match at the Blue 
Trail Range in the “Connecticut Big Bore 
League” with the old Ripowam Club. 

| guess what | really want to say is that 
it’s better to have too long a throat than 
too short a throat in your accuracy rifles. 
My most used 6PPC reamer requires Allie 
Euber’s bullets to be seated to an overall

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loaded cartridge length of 2.160”, plus or 
minus .005”. For other bullets having a 
shorter, more blunt ogive, | have another 
reamer which cuts a .050” longer leade. 

| don’t like the idea of a separate throat- 
ing reamer, as there may be the very 
slightest misalignment of throat and 
chamber. However, if you have a rifle 
chambered with too short a leade, | would 
be prepared to take my chances with the 
gods of alignment possibilities, and cut a 
new leade. Certainly preferable to have 
the base of the bullet down below the 
junction of neck and shoulder, and into 
the boiler room. The “donut” could be a 
real problem here. 

| cannot see how a barrel can be proper- 
ly throated for as wide a range of bullets 
as are available in .30 caliber accuracy 
shooting today. If the throat is correct for 
the 168 grain Sierra (seated one half to 
one third of the way into the neck). . .how 
can it then be correct for the 110-130 
grain custom bullets . . . or the 190 or 200 
grain Sierras? 

It would seem to be that it would be nec- 
essary to have two, or perhaps three dif- 
ferent barrels if one wished to shoot the 
entire range of available .30 caliber bullets 

said barrels all having varying 
amounts of leade. The best solution is to 
decide what bullet you are going to use, 
and have your barrel throated for that 
ONE. 

For those of us shooting 6PPCs and 
6BRs, the choice of bullets is nowhere 
near so drastic. Allie Euber’s bullets have 
a relatively long ogive and seat approxi- 
mately .050” further out of the case than 
the bullets of many other popular custom 
bullet makers. These are the bullets that | 
myself shoot 90% of the time. They have 
shot well for me, and for many others. In- 
deed these are the bullets that my short 
reamer was designed for. When a cus- 
tomer tells me that he plans to shoot 
Hollister, Berger, or Fowler bullets, | then 
use my long throat reamer. 

Let's hop over to another subject. | just 
received a couple of the new Wichita 1375 
actions with the cone bolt. In addition to 
the cone bolt there is also another im- 
provement of note. . . the action now has 

a trigger bracket which locks in at the 
rear, and is secured by one hex capscrew 
at the front. They have also streamlined 
the rear tang, to conform to the shape of 
the bolt shroud, and eliminated the rear

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tang screw. This greatly improves the 
action’s appearance. If one decides to 
bed the action in conventional fashion 
(rather than a glue-in), a guard screw or 
action screw can be drilled and tapped if 
so desired. 

As with most improvements . . . comes 
a price change. The standard right hand 
bolt model #1375 is now priced at $475. | 
believe that variations of bolt location and 
port location are available, as well as a 
fluted bolt option, however | do not havea 
new price list at hand as | write this. As the 
prices of custom actions go, the Wichita 
remains reasonably priced still. 


Last weekend | went to the Dunhams 
Bay match with a sample Wichita action 
to show a few friends. When | got there 
... 1 found that | had forgotten the bolt of 
my Wichita actioned heavy varmint rifle at 
home. The Wichita action is made to close 
tolerances, as well as being extremely 
consistent in its dimensions. With no 
qualms ... | borrowed the bolt from my 
sample Wichita action, and shot the 
match. It worked perfectly, as | knew it 
would. (Editor: in that case, why did you 
ask Maretzo to fire the first shot, while 
you hid on the other side of the club- 
house?)

SERVICE RIFLE RELOADING 


Cheated! Cheated was how | felt after 
reading my first issue of Precision Shoot- 
ing magazine: cheated by all those reload- 
ing manuals and reloading articles from 
other sources | had read and believed for 
years. Now, after two short years as a 
subscriber, | find myself shaking my head 
in disgust when | read what the supposed 
experts have to say in the other maga- 
zines (| suppose that killing something 
with a one-minute-of-deer rifle and a 
handload that didn’t misfire makes their 
writers experts). So... | set out to learn 
as much as | could about proper reloading 
and about accuracy; and, through much 
reading and questioning | have learned 
much. The next step was to apply some of 
this new-tech to my sport and have it fit 
my requirements (and restrictions). The 
prerequisites were: that | could continue 
to work with a threaded press, that | 
wouldn't have to spend much more time 
doing the work, and that the improve- 
ments had to be obvious. All of this infor- 
mation that | am about to pass along will 
be terribly rudimentary to any among your 
staff members and Bench Rest competi- 
tors; however there may be those among 
Precision Shooting subscribers who can 
get some ideas. 

First things first: | am a Highpower 
shooter who competes with a Service 
Rifle (in this case, a full AMU spec., M14 
that has had most every known modifica- 
tion performed superbly by Sgt. Jim Nor- 
ris, Memphis, TN). Considering the good 
accuracy this rifle is capable of: one MOA 
fired prone, | felt that improving my re-

did. Now, the rifle (shooter willing at 
times) is able to easily shoot maximum 
scores during the slowfire 600yd stage. 

Working out a procedure and load for a 
Service Rifle is no easy task: powder se- 
lection is limited, reliable function is ata 
premium, case life is terrible, and ammu- 
nition is much more conveniently shot 
than reloaded (time spent in the reloading 
room could better be spent out on the 
front porch with an air rifle for better 
scores in this sport). Before | started 
“doing it right” (which, by the way, is no 
doubt open to debate), | had followed the 
standard methods and precautions pre- 
sented in good picture form in any number 
of reloading manuals; now, | still follow 
those methods but have upgraded my 
equipment and changed my emphasis on 
attention paid to details, and to the details 
themselves. 

My objectives were to improve the fol- 
lowing (which | understand to be the first 
fundamentals to accurate rounds): | want- 
ed to improve the neck area; | wanted to 
make the cases as perfect as was logisti- 
cally possible; | wanted more uniform igni- 
tion and burning; | wanted better bullet 
seating; and, | wanted to shoot my air rifle 
sometime that night. 

Here’s what happened: 

Don’t turn necks. Not for a Service 
Rifle: there is sufficient and necessary 
slop built into the chamber that precludes 
making the neck any smaller. To get the 
best results from LC cases, segregate 
them by neck wall thickness rather than

the more common weight basis; though 
any cases which deviate more than 2% 
from the average 179gr LC case weight 
are dumped into the practice can. If a 
shooter just HAS to turn necks, let him 
leave at least 80% of the neck un- 
turned. 

| bought a set of Bonanza Bench-Rest 
reloading dies, in this case: .308 National 
Match. | selected these mostly for their 
better bullet seater (keeping in mind the 
standard press requirement); though the 
small-base sizing (NM) is something | rec- 
ommend any shooter of a Service Rifle do 
(most service rifle armorers, and Spring- 
field Armory’s builders, agree). Neck siz- 
ing is out of the question (though some 
shooters neck size their 600yd loads) due 
to function considerations (this is com- 
pounded when a good aftermarket match 
barrel is installed); standard dimension 
full-length dies may not size the case to 
sufficiently small (and round) dimensions. 
The Theory: if the reason neck sizing is 
better is because the case retains the di- 
mensions of the rifle’s chamber, and, 
therefore, sits more concentricly therein 
(finds its own center) then cases sized to 
more closely approximate factory ammu- 
nition dimensions should be freer to sit 
(roll into) the center of the chamber. This 
also allows your gunsmith to fit tighter 
chamber tolerances. Standard full-length 
sizing seems to be a trade off: the case is 
sized enough to lose its “mold” of the 
chamber; but is not squeezed down 
enough to be as “round” as new brass: it 
will retain some of the case inconsisten- 
cies (bulges, etc.) caused by firing. This 
means the likelihood of that round wedg- 
ing itself into the center of the chamber is 
slim. At any rate, | strongly advocate ad- 
justing any sizing die to be used for Serv- 
ice Rifle loading to truly size the case's full 
length (no partial sizing). Case life is suffi- 
ciently short to avoid the concern of 
“overworking” the brass. Speaking of 
case life: load a LC case THREE times 
then dumpit. If this sounds silly, sorry; but 
M14s are hard on brass and| don’t care to 
spend the time checking pressure belts 
when | could be loading: three times is a 
safe number, any more and the risk of a 
case separation is very real. 

Further: | remove the flash hole burr 
from inside the case with a tool bought 
from Sinclair. This is one of those things 
that sounded like a nit-picking pain; but, it 
does make a noticeable difference (I 
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found, after cutting down some culls, one 
burr 1/16” long!). | then cut the primer 
pocket depth with a SAAMI spec. tool. 
Since the cases are used up before firings 
can make them shallow again, this is a 
one-time operation; and, since the Serv- 
ice Rifle demands as much strength in this 
area as is possible, | wouldn’t recommend 
cutting any deeper than spec. Although | 
clean my brass before | load it (there are a 
myriad of nasty things that a case can fall 
upon and into at a Highpower range) with 
acase tumbler, | still lightly polish the out- 
sides of the necks with 0000 steel wool, 
and run a brush inside them prior to siz- 
ing. Cutting off the grime that forms 
around the necks of a Service Rifle case 
also helps spot any serious nicks, creas- 
es, or splits — this area really gets 
abused. 

As before, | seat primers with a Lee 
hand tool. The only difference in this oper- 
ation is the primer: now Federal 210Ms. 

| got a Redding Bench-Rest powder 
meter, and have learned to trust it implicit- 
ly. No telling how much better | will see the 
target now that | no longer have to strain 
my eyes reading that damn scale. 

| threw away, among many, many, 
other things, my old collet-type case trim- 
mer and bought a Wilson. Now, the case 
necks are more square, trimmed more ac- 
curately, and done in less time. The darn 
thing was even less than half price | paid 
for the other one! | set the trimmer to cut 
the brass back to maximum, rather than 
minimum, length; since | had to trim the 
cases each firing anyhow, it made 
sense. 

| throw anywhere from 40.5gr to 42.5gr 
H4895 into the case depending on the 
course length: 40.5 for 100yd reduced; 
42.5 for full-length. There is no apprecia- 
ble difference in accuracy within this 
charge range; as a matter of fact, though 
most M14s won't accommodate it 
function-wise, a load as light as 38gr 
shoots superbly in a 1-10 twist barrel. 
There are many powders that can be used 
in the Service Rifle, but 4895 wins. | have 
found that it’s much easier, to say nothing 
of far less frustrating, to first copy what 
winners use rather than trying to figure it 
all out by yourself... and eventually dis- 
covering that the winners were right. (I’m 
certainly not, especially around a group of 
Bench Rest shooters, advocating a ces- 
sation of experimentation by the way.) No 
other powder gives the same, good, com- 
bination of: case volume, metering con- 
sistency, and huge flexibility as does 
4985. Though it’s been said one million 
times: gas port pressure (irrespective of 
chamber pressure) precludes the use of 
any powder slower-burning than 4064. 
While this may make some among you 
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just blanch, the easiest way to measure 
your load for excess port pressure is to 
fire some military loads and mark the 
spent case positions on the ground by a 
traced circle; then fire some of your loads 
and disqualify them should they fall the 
other side of that range. 

| use Sierra 168 bullets and seat them 
to 2.80 inch overall. This is the safe maxi- 
mum that will allow proper magazine 
function; though, should you shoot your 
Service Rifle in a long-range match, accu- 
racy will improve by seating the bullets 
more in accordance with Bench Rest 
techniques. While on this subject, any 
gunsmith will be well advised to chamber 
a Service Rifle in accordance with this 
2.80 inch maximum in mind: Springfield 
Armory chooses to allow sufficient 
freebore than will accommodate as three- 
inch round. That can’t be right... . 

One, or two, words on brass: use LC 
brass (Match and regular are the same 
save for the markings) in lieu of commer- 
cial. It is a mistake to assume that com- 
mercial brass will shoot better in the Serv- 
ice Rifle. The LC case was designed for a 
military rifle; and the LCMatch load was 


made for the M14 and the Highpower 
course it is fired on. There probably has 
something to do with “your tax dollars at 
work” here, but suffice to say that the LC 
case is the right one. Most commercial 
cases have too much volume; this doesn’t 
allow the better combination of powder 
charge weight and case-fill volume that 
the LC case gives, and that the Service 
Rifle needs. However, if you are made of 
money (or, at least, like to spend it), the 
RWS case will give better accuracy than 
any other, including the LC. Their case 
weights are close to the same; and the 
two react the same way to the same pow- 
der charge. If ten-dollars/box doesn’t 
throw you, use them by all means... but 
pick them up right away. By the way, Fed- 
eral cases crack like crazy inmost Service 
Rifles. One last word: use a little discre- 
tion when getting your brass. Promiscu- 
ous procurement of brass of an indetermi- 
nate origin can ruin your nice rifle. | won't 
use any brass that wasn't first fired either 
in my rifle or in one which | know has a 
quality chamber. Chances are that gun- 
show brass that is stamped “match” has

at least been fired in an M14; but, other- 
wise has probably been through an M60 
or Minigun (look for half-moon dents 
about the shoulder and for serious neck 
dings) and isn’t wanted at all. My rifle cost 
too much money, and, besides, | like my 
fingers and eyes (use them most every 
day) too much to take any sort of achance 
with brass that | don’t know for certain 
was shot in a rifle having a proper cham- 
ber. 

What's all this mean? It means that 
some Bench Rest practices can be suc- 
cessfully extrapolated to improve the 
shooting of even a United States Service 
Rifle, M14; and they can be incorporated 
quite painlessly. They would have been 
incorporated much more cheaply had | 
this knowledge when | bought my first 
load of junk to haul to the bench years 
ago. 

What | accomplished: | got much more 
concentric rounds which | believe sit in the 
chamber better (| checked some rounds | 
had loaded on my RCBS dies with a dial 
runout indicator and they wobbled like a 
fat badger. | did experiment with seating 
the bullet halfway, then rotating the case 
180 degrees, and seating it fully: some 
came out perfect; but some looked like 
the badger was missing a leg.), so the bet- 
ter dies did their trick. | think my cases are 
in better shape due to more accurate trim- 
ming (Il again checked some | had trimmed 
on my old RCBS trimmer and found the 
Wilson removed more metal when both 
were set to the same length: the Wilson 


was trying to square them), and due to re- 
moving the burr from the inside flash hole; 
and my scores have improved: when | 
flinch the right way | can shoot max; and 
even when | don’t, | see no more of those 
embarrassing eights. 

But... the best part of this all is that | 
use no more time to produce superior 
rounds. As a matter of fact, the time the 
Wilson trimmer has saved me almost 
makes up for the extra time it takes to de- 
burr the inside flash hole. So... evena 
guy who sprays Sap on his rifle and makes 
bore guides out of 12 gauge shotgun 
shells can learn something from listening 
to your fascinating advice, and learning 
how to put it to work. | don’t feel cheated 
anymore!

Dear Dave 

In the February issue, in the section 
about .30 caliber shooting, | took note 
that two individuals mentioned 4350 pow- 
der and another mentioned 3031 as “not 
metering well” through a measure. . . pre- 
sumably a Culver or Jones type. 

| use 4350 with a Jones measure, and it 
meters accurately. | set the measure to 
throw HALF the amount of desired pow- 
der, and! drop two charges. This way the 
drum assembly is only trying to cut one 
half as many granules. For instance, | set 
my measure at 41 clicks, and drop twice 
to achieve a load of 45.7 grains of 
4350. 

Those who are having difficulty with 
certain “longer” powders might give this a 
try; it just might do away with your prob- 
lem.

| have the short (nine inch) action in 
7mm Remington magnum chambering, 
with the fluted bolt, and flat, spring claw 
extractor. The action serial number is 
LH#1, and it is a left handed action. 

It has Redfield International iron sights, 
front and rear. It has mounted on top a 
good Remington 24x scope when | step 
out of iron sight usage; it has a fine cross- 
hair reticule. | believe that the trigger is the 
Canjar single set trigger, which functions 
either as a set trigger or as a conventional 
trigger as the shooter chooses to employ 
it. | also have the original fluted barrel by 
Hart, in .30 caliber. Itis shorter now than it 
was originally, as | have done much case 
size experimenting with it. 

This has been a very dependable rifle 
for me, over the years. | have won many 
awards in long range matches with it. It is 
a very accurate 7mm Magnum. | have not 
used it for ten years now, since 1977, as | 
can no longer hold or see well enough to 
compete. 

| believe that | should sell this rifle and 
its accessories before it some day goes to 
an estate auction, where no one knows 
what it is, or its real value. The rifle, 
scope, and steel cylinder carrying case 
may be collectors items already. If not, 
they will be shortly.

Dave, 

In an attempt to clarify the question of 
which caliber to use for Hunter Class 
competition, | must first state that | own 
three 308 and two 6mm barrels for my 
Hunter rifles (that is my rifle and the good 
one that my wife lets me touch occasion- 
ally). Also, |had a 6.5mm barrel for sever- 
al years and have played with a 25 caliber 
in a light hunter gun. | have kept the 308 
barrels on the rifles except when | 
fireformed the cases for the 6mm’s. 

| really can not say how well the 6mm’s 
shoot, | have only fireformed cases for my 
6SP. The 6x44 has been loaned out to 
several shooters (who have done. well 
with it), but | have not shot it in several 
years. 

| shoot a standard 308 (.344” neck) and 
have shot the same rifle, load, primers, 
and cases for the last six seasons. The 
loadis 40.5 grains of H4895 behind a Sier- 
ra 168 International using Federal cases 
and primers (210’s or 210M’s make nodif- 
ference). The bullets are set into the rifling 
slightly (just enough so that | can beat the 
bolt closed with a small hammer). 

When | switched from 30.06 to 308 in 
about 1970, | tried every combination of 
powder and bullet that | could afford. The 
present load is a compromise of some of 
the experience of those early days. If | 
could get a good supply of Hi-Vel 2 or 
Reloader 11, | might try some different 
loads. | probably would not change from 
the Sierra 168 because the throats of my 
present chambers in my three barrels are 
too long for a lighter bullet. | never bother 
to check my bullets, usually after making 
50000 bullets (6mm and 22’s) for other 
people, | can not stand to look at another 
bullet for several months. 

As stated earlier, | have three 308 bar- 
rels, allare 1x14” twists and are all cham- 
bered from the same reamer. The barrels 
are one each of Hart, McMillan and Lilja. | 
do not detect any difference in accuracy 
between the three makes of barrel, but 
the prices on the second and third were so 
good that | could not pass them up. 

In loading the 308, as in all my cartridg- 
es, | do have some slight differences from 
the norm. First, anything that | touch cor- 
rodes immediately. Therefore, all my 
cases look like they came from the gar- 
bage dump (cleanliness is a virtue?). Also, 
since | have been shooting the same 20 
cases for six seasons, depriming could be 
more aptly described as “dropping the 
primer” followed by hoping the new prim- 
er will not fall out on the way to the line. | 
do not clean my primer pockets very 
often, the dirt helps to keep the primers in. 
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The powder load is either 72 or 74 clicks 
on a Jones conversion, | never can re- 
member which and both shoot quite well. 
Bullet seating is routine, other than pol- 
ishing the rust out of the seater at the 
start of each match. 

| shoot the 308 because | am stubborn, 
the same reason that | still shoot the 
222.7, 6x47 and other assorted cases 
based on the 222 family. Everyone tells 
me that | am handicapping myself, but 
since | can still finish respectably (in spite 
of what Don Deckert writes in his slander 
sheet) | will continue to fight the trends in 
benchrest. 

One of the reasons that | have stayed 
with the 308 after chambering a couple of 
6mm barrels is that | prefer to be able to 
see my bullet holes using only the 6X 
scope. | can usually call my 308 holes at 
both 100 and 200 yards using my rifle 
scope (a Lyman 6P +). The ability to see 
the holes allows me to get an extra shot 
off before the condition changes (much!!). 
If | have to look through the spotting 


scope, time is lost which can not be re- 
couped. All of this assumes that the shots 
are good, otherwise the spotting scope is 
needed to judge the amount of change in 
hold required. 

| have several other bad habits that | 
consistently use for my Hunter Class 
shooting, but | really do not want to con- 
fuse the new shooters any more than | 
have confused them already. 

One final bit of philosophy. The winning 
of a major match requires an amount of 
concentration and dedication that some 
of us are just not willing to provide. |, as do 
many others, shoot for the enjoyment of 
competition and a chance to BS with old 
friends. Although, | have goals for my 
shooting, | try to keep in mind the lack of 
effort that | forward for this sport. Usually, 
| am presently surprised by my finishes in 
matches and occasionally everyone else 
allows me a victory. | may not understand 
(or for that matter care) about all the finer 
points of the sport, but | do care for the 
people and comradeship that abounds at 
most matches.

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CASE NECK TURNING 


Dear Dave 

Here is an idea for making case prepa- 
ration easier. You may find it useful. A 
hacksaw and drill press is really all that 
you need to make it. The drawing sizes 
can be altered to fit what you have, or 
what you want it to be. 

For those of us who have found it a bit 
less than easy . . .or perhaps even down- 
right difficult . . . to hand hold a case while 
turning the neck o.d. with one of the neck 
turners shown for sale in PS, | made up 
this case vise. In my particular instance | 
was working with a wildcat based on the 
.30-06 case, shortened to 1.530” and 
using a .30 caliber bullet. To keep the 
neck o.d. at a proper size requires that a 
lot of brass be removed, and often in an 
uneven amount, due to case wall runout. | 
use my case vise by setting it up in my 
bench vise and use that to clamp the case 
tight enough to trim off the excess materi- 
al. The coil spring in the case vise opens 
the vise when you have finished turning to 
allow easy removal of your turned and 
trued up case. The hole size in the case 
vise must be sized to fit the case that you 
wish to work on, or else use step sized 
holes on each size that you work with.

| have been doing some experimenting 
lately with bullets of different diameters. | 
wanted to see if oversized bullets would 
improve the accuracy of a worn barrel. | 
know there are several bullet makers who 
make them in different diameters. | ac- 
quired some made by Bill Brawand who 
lives in Wilcox, Pa. He makes them in 
three different diameters. He makes the 
6mm in 63, 65, and 68 grains with a choice 
of .2432, .2437, and .2445. The two that | 
have are the 6mm 68 grain flat based 
.2432 and .2437 diameters. He does not 
make oversized boat tails. | did not have 
any of the .2445 diameter but | intend to 
try them in the future. 

Club member Bert Rypkema and | went 
to the Englishtown range together last 
December. Bert has had a lot of experi- 


ence in varmint shooting and pistol com- 


petition prior to benchrest. He had a PPC 
put together last spring and had a good 
year: in 1986 his first year of benchrest 
competition. He had some impressive 
wins in both the varmint and varmint for 
score classes. I’m considering taking 
Dave Brennan’s advice on how to handle 
new shooters that beat you. A Hart front 
rest through the windshield of his car 
should straighten him out. 

Bert had brought along his Pro Tach 
Chronograph made by Competition Elec- 
tronics of Rockford, Illinois. It is a small 
compact unit about two feet long. Mount- 
ed on acamera tripod it is relatively easy 
to set up. There are no wires or dials to 
turn. It gives direct readout of each shot 
which is easy to see from the bench. 

For this test | used my 6PPC heavy var- 
mint rifle with a CPS action. The old 
McMillan 22% inch barrel that | would 
guess has about 5000 rounds through it. 
Accuracy is still pretty good in it but | am 
sure it is pretty well worn. The load was 
27.4 H322 lot# 9678 with Federal 205M 
primers lot# 1A6578 and Brawand 68 
grain flat based bullets in both .2432 and 
.2437 diameters. Due to the different di- 
ameters the neck tension was stronger on 
the .2437 diameter.

& W 6” - .357 Combat Mag. It was noted 
both were equally rough. Bore photos 
were taken as the leading series was run 
on the 38 special. Just before going to 
“full out” loads in the 357 | just had to try 
something, would “fire lapping” do any 
good for the rough revolver? 

Enclosed are photos of the process and 
result, you judge. All my “fire lapping” and 
chrono work has been on targets to see 
progress or lack thereof.

Just like the rifle, the groups kept get- 
ting smaller with the revolver. The last 6 
rounds #19 to #24 were fired on a clean 
target using all the cylinder chambers. 
That last shot was a strain, but went into 
the 3/8” group. This with grit on the bul- 
lets along with wads and the regular lube. 
No way I’m going to fire more grit through 
that gun. The group may enlarge from 
here! The photos show a beautiful forcing 
core finish and practically no lead even 
with the grit. | did clean after each 6 shots 
and photo the progress. This was too ex- 
citing to hold back. The recovery box stuff 
will follow with its photos in a few weeks. 
If | was using a machine gun rest the 
groups may be even tighter, but the bag 
rest noted in the photo is similar to a rifle 
job, its real easy to twitch one out. 

With this slick bore, now | have to run all 
the hard bullet, soft bullet, wad, no wad 
tests with different powders like | just fin- 
ished doing with the rough 38. Seems no 
end to this. 

This much | will reveal about the future 
photos and articles, with soft bullets a 
heavy load and no lube in the grooves, the 
grooves close up completely making a ri- 
fled cylinder of solid lead. 

As aP.S., tonight | just had to see how 
heavier loads grouped in the lapped 357 
using Serria 160 gr FMJ Silhouette bul- 
lets. 13 gr 2400 put 4 in one hole and 2 
high for a 1” group. Got looking at the pis- 
tol scope mounts and nearly flipped. 
Seems | put them on a few years ago be- 
fore becoming knowledgeable about re- 
coil and mounts. Thus the better groups 
with light loads. Just finished re-bedding 
the mounts and gluing things so they 
won't slip. Amazing the groups | was get- 
ting. 

The week in Hawaii over the holidays 
kind of slowed research down. | wonder if 
| could get acondo over there with a range 
in the basement where the neighbors 
won't complain. Oh well, we can dream.

In 
1000 Yard Benchrest competition some 
exotic magnums are being used. The .30- 
378 Weatherby long version and the 8MM 
Remington Magnum necked down to .30 
caliber are becoming quite popular. With 
these larger magnums, we have received 
reports that 1x10 twist barrels are per- 
forming well. 

If anyone has questions about the 1000 
Yard Benchrest discipline regarding 
equipment, loads, or general information, 
Mr. Earl Chronister of York, Pennsylva- 
nia, will be happy to help you. Mr. 
Chronister has been a holder of numerous 
records and has helped pioneer the spe- 
cialized equipment used in 1000 Yard 
Benchrest competition. Mr. Chronister’s 
phone number is 717-741-2081. 

Last year at Camp Perry, Ohio, site of 
the N.R.A. National Matches, the Wimble- 
don Cup was won using the 250 grain 
Matchking.

Editor’s introduction: Over the past 
three months there has been an ongoing 
series of discussions between Gary 
Ocock and myself relative to an idea that 
was bouncing around in the back of 
Gary’s mind. . . and showing strong incli- 
nations of wanting to make it to the front 
of said Ocock gray matter. 

The concern that was troubling Gary 
Ocock was born out of the Benchrest 
Shooter of the Year contest . . . now en- 
tering its fifth year. 

Actually there were two concerns 
bouncing around on Benchrest Shooter 
of the Year. One of them ... the coinci- 
dental and totally accidental advantage to 
the IBS in regards to the relative ease with 
which their shooters can attend all desig- 
nated matches ... in comparison to the 
NBRSA shooters who have a hunk of 
ground to cover to get to the designated 
matches in their thirty nine states . . . has 
been addressed this year. The awarding 
of several extra matches to the NBRSA 
should hopefully bring things closer to 
parity, equality or whatever. As this is 
written, |do not know to what extent it will 
achieve true equality, but it certainly is a 
step in the right direction, and at the end 
of 1987 we will take a look at how things 


turned out ... and if it appears as if we 
shall need a bit of Kentucky windage and 
Tennessee elevation cranked in for 1988 
... then we shall crank accordingly. 

We have also, this year, addressed the 
concern of many shooters that points 
were only awarded to the first place fin- 
isher. At the 1985 NBRSA Nationals in 
Midland, Texas Tony Boyer spent the six 
days finishing second in everything, up to 
and including the free Coors beer line. 
And came out of Midland with nary a 
point. During 1986, at several gatherings 
the shooters expressed themselves as 
wishing to change this. And we did... 
now awarding points to the top five finish- 
ers at designated matches. 

And finally we come to the last regret 
... that there can only be one winner. 
That’s true in golf matches, tennis tourna- 
ments, horse races, World Series, and 
Super Bowls, and unfortunately there is 
no way to change it. However the sport of 
benchrest shooting has long recognized 
the wisdom of awarding some form of rec- 
ognition to the top percentage finishers at 
the major matches. With the net result 
that we have the popular “top twenty” 
patches ... at the Super Shoot ... IBS 
Nationals ... and NBRSA Nationals.

Many a shooter, on the long ride home 
from these matches, has consoled him- 
self with the knowledge that he “made the 
top twenty” . . . and it is difficult to make 
light of the accomplishment in 150 to 300 
shooter matches. Shooters who finish in 
twenty-first place at National level match- 
es have been known tobe. . . shall we say 
... rather perturbed. ..even angry... at 
their finish; certainly this acknowledges 
the fact that shooters are quite cognizant 
of the top twenty awards, and consider it 
an accomplishment of some stature. 

When Gary Ocock and | started, Gary 
had the idea of using the Benchrest 
Shooter of the Year contest as the basis 
for a Top Twenty U.S. Benchrest Shoot- 
ers award. We argued the possibility of 
having a Top Twenty for the NBRSA, and 
a Top Twenty for the IBS . . . and decided 
that we didn’t like that, for a number of 
reasons. . .not the least of which was the 
difficulty of keeping track of IBS shooters 
going to NBRSA matches, NBRSA shoot- 
ers going to IBS matches, and heaven 
only knows what sort of technicalities 
coming out of the woodwork. We did how- 
ever like the idea of a Top Twenty award 
for each organization . . . it was the tech- 
nicalities that scared the bejabbers out of 
us. 
So we added the twenty NBRSA spots, 
the twenty IBS spots. . . and(no fools, us 
two) came up instead with a Top Forty 
award program... the top forty shooters 
in U.S. major match competition . . . to be 
recognized as the 1987 Benchrest Shoot- 
ing All-Stars. 

And after that introduction, since it is 
Gary Ocock’s idea, andhis contest. . . the 
editor will take two sharp steps to the rear 
... and allow Mr. Ocock to take center 
stage.

This letter will serve as official an- 
nouncement of the first annual Benchrest 
Shooting All-Star Award. The 1987 
award is sponsored by BOOP’S SPORT- 
ING GOODS of Vicksburg Pa. The 40 
shooters earning the highest total points 
during the 1987 shooting season will be 
named as 1987 Benchrest Shooting All- 
Stars. 

The purpose of this award is to recog- 
nize those shooters who will shoot better 
than most and provide competition for 
those of us who won’t win top honor, 
Benchrest Shooter of the Year. 


RULES 


1. | will use the PS designated matches; 
Super Shoot, IBS and NBRSA Nation- 
als, and the remaining designated 
matches from each benchrest organi- 
zation. 


2. Each shooter receives 1 point for 
every shooter they beat in a grand ag- 
gregate. No yardage, multi-gun or 
double points. A shooter will be al- 
lowed to earn points at all the PS des- 
ignated matches. 

Restrictions 

a. Only the highest total points from 2 
of the big 3 matches are counted in 
any combination, e.g. pts from IBS 
and NBRSA, or pts from Super 
Shoot and IBS, or pts from Super 
Shoot and NBRSA. 

b. Points are counted from 4 of the re- 
maining desingated matches in any 
combination (from either organiza- 
tion). 


As | receive results of the designated 
matches | will keep a computerized run- 
ning total year to date for each shooter 
with print outs available for publication 
and posting at matches. 


AWARDS 


1. Each of the 1987 BENCHREST ALL- 
STARS will receive a 5”x3” multi- 
colored embroidered patch. 


2. A plaque with the names of the 40 
1987 BENCHREST ALL-STARS and 
the yearly sponsor will be presented at 
the following Super Shoot, to be hung 
at the unofficial benchrest museum 
(Kelblys). 


In designing the format for this award | 
tested several models using data for the 
1986 IBS shooting season. This point 
tabulation was easier and yet as accurate 
as any tested. A hint for those shooting 
for ALL-STAR status; standings from 
20th to 40th place will be determined by 
those who fail to earn points at the non- 
big 3 (IBS, NBRSA, SS) designated 
shoots. A shooter who fails to max out 
(earning points at the remaining 4 desig- 
nated shoots) could be beat out by a 
shooter picking up points at every oppor- 
tunity. 

Shortly | will be sending out a letter to 
the ranges where designated shoots are 
to be held requesting their cooperation in 
furnishing match results on a timely 
basis.

Recently | happened to notice that Doc 
Palmisano was sitting around, with noth- 
ing to do (and brilliant, energetic, imagina- 
tive types of his ilk become completely im- 
possible if they have nothing on hand to 
keep them occupied . . .). So we sent him 
off to research our question of the history 
of the PPC case lots (as far as | can deter- 
mine, that kept him out of mischief for thir- 
ty minutes or thereabouts). 

Well, in the beginning ... was lot #1 
(what would you do without the editor to 
organize things chronologically ... and 
label them, yet. . . for you?) Dr. Palmisano 
and Ferris Pindell received something 
along the line of 17,500 cases in lot #1.

Dear Merrill: 

Thanks for your letter of February 3. | 
tend to agree with its first sentence. 

| have wondered for some time at your 
statement that the bullet, compressive 
hardness should be be 1/2 of the chamber 
pressure. | have done a considerable 
amount of research on the mechanical 
properties of lead and lead alloys, includ- 
ing an afternoon spent at the Library of 
Congress, and what | have read of the 
strength of these did not seem to fit your 
formula. Not only that, but, how do you 
know the chamber pressure? 

The photocopy of Bill Davis’s sheet 
gave me a partial answer. | respect Bill 
and his knowledge in the firearms and bal- 
listics fields. | believe he is wrong in his 
statement that “The Brinell Hardness 
Number is directly proportional to the 
strength of the alloy --”, in connection 
with lead and lead alloys. The statement 
is broadly true, if applied to steel and steel 
alloys. 

He states that unalloyed lead has a 
compressive strength of 7,100 p.s.i. The 
1985 edition of the “Metals Handbook”, 
pages 12.1 through 12.3 includes data on 
the physical characteristics of lead and 
some, lead alloys. Reference to these 
shows that lead of about 99.9% purity has 
a tensile strength in the range of 1740 to 
2320 p.s.i.,a shear strength in the area of 
1800 p.s.i. and its yield strength is only in 
the area of 800 p.s.i. Yield strength of the 
non-ferrous metals, lead and lead alloys, 
in particular, is difficult to determine, be- 
cause they do not have a definite yield 
point and the selection of a point on the 
curve is somewhat arbitrary. There is no 
date in these pages on the compressive 
strength of lead, however, with the ex- 
ception of cast iron, in most metals the 
compressive strength is about the same, 
or lower than, the tensile strength. 

Enclosed is a photocopy of page 522 
from “Machinery’s Handbook”, giving 
data on the ASTM grades of white metal 
bearing alloys. These are not bullet al- 
loys, but a study of some of these alloys

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should give us some idea of how bullet al- 
loys would rate. 

Linotype composition is about 84% 
lead, 12% antimony and 4% tin, with a Bri- 
nell hardness of about 22. The nearest al- 
loys in the table to this are numbers 7, 8 
and 10. Note that the ultimate, compres- 
sive strengths of these are in the range of 
15000 to 16000 p.s.i. and that the com- 
pressive yield points are in the range of 
3400 to 3600 p.s.i. Further, these are at 
68 degrees F and note the drop off in 
strengths at 212 degrees F. 

Also, a bit of work with a calculator, di- 
viding compressive strengths by Brinell 
hardness numbers shows a wide differ- 
ence in the resulting ratios of the various 
alloys in this table. 

While the compressive strength of the 
bullet is undoubtedly important, the wider 
track of the land mark on the bullet than 
the actual, land width is evidence of fail- 
ure in shear. There is almost no data on 
the shear strength of bullet alloys, so far 
as | can determine. It is likely to be less 
that tensile or compressive and it may be 
a great deal less. 

Also enclosed is a photocopy of page 
26 from “Introduction to Physical Metal- 
lurgy”, which describes the Brinell test. It 
is described as “resistance to penetra- 
tion”, i.e., like driving a nail or punch into 
the material. The Brinell Number is simply 
a ratio. 

Compressive tests are something en- 
tirely different. See notes b and c, page 
522, “Machinery’s Handbook Hand-

There is no doubt of the additional 
problems of plain base, lead bullets, over 
gas checked lead bullets. And, the big- 
gest problem is the fact that a powder 
suitable for plain base bullets is really un- 
available, today. | used DuPont's No. 80, 
back in the days of experimenting with the 
Pope bullet. | shot bullets from almost 
pure lead up to 10 parts lead, one part tin, 
and got just about the same accuracy, 
with the same powder load. Col. Harrison 
wrote in one of his articles that “DuPont’s 
No. 80 was the last, good powder avail- 
able for plain base, lead bullets.” Neither 
No. 4759, nor any of the others now avail- 
able work as well. It is a question of the 
burning characteristics and the shape of 
the pressure curve, as well as in the peak 
pressures. And that, fundamentally, is re- 
lated to the wide, land tracks. 

Referring again to the article in “Preci- 
sion Shooting”, which initiated our recent 
correspondence, | would point out that 
despite the fact that the bullets used were 
gas check bullets and, in some cases, 
used with plastic wads, you found it nec- 
essary to select certain powder charges 
to obtain accuracy, despite heat treating, 
tempering, etc. Ultimately, you balanced 
the mechanical characteristics of particu- 
lar bullets against a burning rate, pres- 
sure Curve and peak pressure, given by a 
particular type and weight of powder. | 
suggest that you might have found it pos-

sible to obtain similar accuracy at higher, 
or lower velocities, by going to different 
powders and weights of charges. Bullet 
upset is simply a question of bullet 
strength versus powder gas pressure and 
the shape of the pressure curve. Cut a 
.30-06 barrel off so the bullet of a loaded 
cartridge projects from the muzzle and 
fire a standard, hunting load, with a flat 
base bullet and the bullet upsets enough 
to split the jacket at the base.

Dear Creighton: 

Thanks for the alloy enclosures, these 
are always informative. 

Finding a plain base lead bullet powder 
is certainly a problem. My best solution 
has been to cut the case capacity down to 
where a full case of powder gives the 
lower velocity desired. Doing this sudden- 
ly opens up a whole class of powders that 
will work. 

As an example, the little 32-20 case is 
just about right for the 30 Cal 192 grain 
plain base NEI bullet | used for Corrs. It’s 
very easy to get 1200-1400 FPS. My 
present task at hand is building up one of 
my Ruger #1 rifles and chambering it for 
25-20 reduced to 6mm. | had NEI scale 
down my successful 30 Cal bullet to 6mm 
and its plain base version weighs 85 gs in 
1/2 wheel weight and lead. Using that PB 
6 mmin my 6 mm BR 40x rifle plus 11.5 gr 


of 4759 gave 1” groups at 100 yds first 
time out. Not too shabby with that large 
case. Thus my enthusiasm to work on the 
25/20. 

With my sawdust box to catch bullets, | 
have what amounts to a pressure crusher 
tester. Miking at which point along the 
bullet the upset ceases in relation to bullet 
hardness sort of tells me chamber pres- 
sure. The reason for my rule of thumb of 
1/2 chamber pressure ratio stems from 
the fact that the most accurate combina- 
tions always had the bullet upset to the 
mid point!!! The peak on the pressure 
curve is the only thing that could effect 
that the same as on a crusher. 

All the above does not apply unless the 
plastic wad is used behind the bullet for 
sealing the same as on a pressure test 
gun. Hard (90 durameter) rubber wads 
also work, just a little better accuracy with 
the Poly. 

All most PB bullets need for case ca- 
pacity is pistol cases when using smoke- 
less powder. Aninch and ahalf long 45-70 
case would be about right with smoke- 
less. 

Access to a sawdust box will keep you 
busy for months. Mine has caught thou- 
sands with never needing surprises, 
some pleasant, some not. 

My success with black powder came 
about playing with the sawdust box which 
lead me to softer bullets and wads. Noth- 
ing new, Dr. Mann spelled it out long ago. 

Back to heat treating, the great value 
here is it’s possible to vary the BHN hard- 
ness from 7 to 27 without changing bullet 
weight or density just by tempering or 
drawing back after hardening. Changing

alloy to vary hardness is a real can of 
worms. Having aconstant weight is a real 
asset when varying the other items. 

Your comment on various published 
numbers for lead strength or hardnesses 
brings up an interesting point. The slight- 
est impurity or alloy in lead increases its 
basic hardness drastically. We used to 
have the large Selby smelter near by 
which used to refine the gold and silver 
ore and also produce virgin lead. | still 
have a few bars of that Selby lead around 
and prize it for reference. We won't dis- 
cuss Laboratory grade lead as the ex- 
pense is too great. Just plain plumbers 
lead or any reclaim is many points harder. 
Without some form of hardness tester no 
one has achance or repeatability on these 
plain base bullets when trying to work up 
an accurate load. 

The wider track band width works 
backwards. It only gets wider on the hard 
alloys that don’t upset to fill out and re- 
cover the space. A close look at my pho- 
tos will show a wider skid on the harder 
bullets and nearly perfect impressions on 
the softer areas which is one of the basics 
of my experiments. Dr. Mann also went 
through that in his book. A bore dia soft 
slug will fill out perfectly without a trace of 
a skid. Just be sure the barrel is long 
enough to have a low enough muzzle 
pressure so the bullet base won't spread 
at exit. I've spread a few! 

All the wads do is take up a little slack, 
that is hold back the gas until the lead can 
upset and seal itself off. Unless bullets are 
recovered and studied the so called upset 
can be speculation. Failure to upset with- 
out a wad is not uncommon and target re- 
sults are disastrous. 

The reason many cast bullets have 
over size band bands is to effect the gas 
seal. In most cases this actually fails but | 
can’t explain why the wad of the same dia. 
works nearly every time. 

| guess this is what keeps us interested 
in shooting, the challenge of the unknown 
and unexplainable.

| have always been curious to know 
how much actual velocity loss there is in 
the distances that we shoot in benchrest 
with our calibers and components. After 
using my friend Bert Rypkema’s Pro Tach 
chronograph in Englishtown | knew it 
would be perfect to test velocities at long 
range. With direct shot to shot readout 
and no wires or dials to fool with it is per- 
fect for the purpose. Convincing Bert to 
allow me to shoot over it at long range 
was the first problem. He was very reluc-

He was afraid | would 
put a bullet through it. | even offered to 
buy it if | did to no avail. We went to the 
Central Jersey range a couple of times 
and each time it was windy and cold. He 
finally relented this last time and let me try 
it at 200 yards. It was getting late in the af- 
ternoon and the winds were dying down 
some. 

| originally wanted to set up two chron- 
ographs to be used simultaneously. Mine 
with its wires and dials would be set up in 
front of the muzzle and his down range. 
This way we could see the velocity loss of 
each individual shot, and see if lost shots 
could be attributed to this at longer rang- 
es. It was getting late and we decided to 
set up his only to see if it would be reada- 
ble at this time. 

We put this short compact unit up 
against the target frame at 200 yds. | had 
about 8 rounds loaded that | was using for 
sighters that were good cases but not my 
best. | shot these in a group (5 shots) that 
measured .479. With the heavy overcast 
sky the readout was still readable. We 
then brought it back and put it against the 
100 yard frame. After | shot a group there 
we put it 10 feet in front of the muzzle and 
shot another group. The readouts were 
very easy to see at 100 yards and in front 
of the muzzle. | reloaded the same 5 
cases that | started with and shot them in 
the same sequence with the same load 
each time. The groups at 100 yards mea- 
sured .245 and .299.

For the test | used my heavy varmint 
gun with a 22% inch Wiseman barrel with 
Leupold scope. The action was CPS. The 
load was 27.8 grains of H322 lot# 9678, 
Federa! 205M primers lot# |A6578, and 
68 grain Brawand flat based bullets .2437 
diameter at the pressure ring. This barrel 
is not worn as much as the others and 
shoots the standard .2432 diameter bul- 
lets well. The .2437 bullets was what! had 
loaded and | did not want to change in the 
middle of the test. The temperature was 
30 degrees with snow flurries earlier. The 
temperature may have dropped some 
with less wind chill. 

The following chart will show the veloci- 
ties chronographed at each distance and 
the velocity loss at each distance. Re- 
member this is separate loadings of the 
same five cases at each distance where 
the chronograph was placed. The se- 
quence of firing each case was the same 
at each distance. H equals highest veloci- 
ty. L equals lowest velocity. 

There was an average loss of velocity 
of 368 FPS at 100 yards. From 100 to 200 
there was an additional loss of 413 FPS. 
The combined total average at 200 yards 
was 781 FPS velocity loss. 

There were some variations of what 
each case did at the separate loadings. 
For instance case #2 showed the lowest 
velocity at the muzzle and 100 yards yet 
at 200 yards it was the fastest in the 
group. Case #3 was the fastest at the 
muzzle and slowest at 100 yards and al-

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most the slowest at 200 yards. The other 
thing | noticed was the 28 FPS variation in 
the group shot at 200 yards increased to 
48 and 44 FPS at the shorter distance. 
The groups were shot in reverse rotation 
of the chart. If | remember correctly | don’t 
think | cleaned the gun in between them. 
Possibly some fouling was building up. 

After that part of the test was donel am 
sure | cleaned the gun. We had some time 
left so | loaded up ten of my good cases 
with the same load except | used 68 grain 
Euber flat based bullets of the few that | 
had left. | wanted to see if the smaller di- 
ameter bullet would make a difference in 
that velocity. The wind had calmed down 
to nothing by that time. The first group av- 
erage velocity was 3180 with a variation 
of 42 FPS. The group size was .188. The 
next group averaged 3185 with a varia- 
tion of 25 FPS. This one was a .189 group. 
The Brawand .2437 bullets showed 3182 
average in front of the muzzle so there 
was no discernable difference in velocity 
between the two. 

We intend to do some more testing with 
two chronographs next time. We will try it 
at 300 yards to see if there is a difference 
in point of impact of shots that are higher 
or lower in velocity.

If you decide to try oversized bullets be 
sure the diameter of the loaded round at 
the neck does not exceed the dimension 
of the neck in the chamber. Fitted or “tight 
neck” cases may require slight neck turn- 
ing to compensate for the additional size 
of the bullet. 

If the bullet slips into the unsized fired 
case neck easily it should be safe in that 
respect. Reduce the powder charge to 
start with to be sure there are no signs of 
excessive pressure.

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seam hidden away in the radius. | did not 
take it apart, but with the help of my 
knowledgeable friend Marty Columbo, | 
came to understand what goes on inside 
there. | wonder how many of our readers 
can figure it out (Editor: Don’t look at me; | 
only work here).

kind of work that Homer has done over 
the years. He has never been satisfied 
with the status quo of things . . . he is for- 
ever coming up with some new idea or 
other. The cartridge case on the left in the 
photo is the .25 caliber Dart. It is made on 
the 6.5 Carcano case, and Homer’s ac- 
companying note tell us “. . . it shows real 
promise. | have shot the smallest 100 
yard group of my life with it”. Let me tell 
you. . .l’ve seen Homer burn some awful- 
ly fine groups down range over the years, 
and if he says it was the smallest group 
that he ever fired . . . it would have made 
official screamer group standards with a 
heck of alot of room to spare! Homer does 
a bit of grumbling in his letter about the 
trouble that he has to go through to make 
his 90 grain, .25 caliber bullets ... “have 
to trim jackets, size them and bore them”. 
Wildcat cases are more than enough has- 
sle for most of us; Homer instead chooses 
to work with a wildcat bullet size (as far as 
match grade bullets go, in any event).

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area to show a brass tube extending for- 
ward into the center of the case. The case 
head was bored out, and a brass insert in- 
stalled. Then a small primer pocket was 
drilled and reamed. The brass tube, from 
the looks of things, was soldered into the 
insert. The tube has an outside diameter 
of .179”, and an inside diameter of .125”. 
It extends into the case .300” forward of 
the web. Homer put this together some 25 
years ago, and tells us that it shot well at 
100 yards, but was “no good at 200 
yards; couldn't get enough 3031 in them”. 
This method of ignition is generally re- 
ferred to as “frontal ignition”. The basic 
idea came from an Army First Lieutenant 
T.J. Clay, back in 1890. Among other ben- 
efits claimed were higher velocities, less 
recoil, and less muzzle flash. This was an 
era of transition in ordnance; the .45-70 
type rifle was on its way out, and the .30- 
40 Krag was coming in. Springfield Ar- 
mory tested the idea, and found no such 
improvements took place. The idea was a 
trifle early, because progressive burning 
powder wasn’t around yet. Then, just be- 
fore World War Il, Elmer Keith became an 
enthusiast of frontal ignition, and the OKH 
line of cartridges (O'Neil, Keith, and Hop- 
kins) got a decent amount of ink in the fire-

arms press of the day. The ordnance de- 
partment of the day tested it again.
